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DETAILED ACTION 

This application has been withdrawn from issue because of the art cited by applicant in 
the IDS of December 18, 2007. Prosecution is therefore reopened. 

The changes to the specification and claims agreed to by applicant and set forth in the 
Examiner's Amendment of October 24, 2007 must be incorporated into the specification and 
claims by amendment according to 37 CFR 1.121 in response to this Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. It is not clear in what manner the diaphragm is conductive. For example, is it 
thermally, light or electrically conductive? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
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subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 to 9, 1 1, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kaplan et al (US 6,453,928). Kaplan et al disclose a micropump having a body 64 of 
semiconductor material (silicon, col. 13, line 39), a plurality of fluid tight chambers 464, 466, 
468 (fig. 13 A) which are selectively openable and have a preset internal pressure substantially 
different from atmospheric pressure. 

Regarding claim 2, the chambers are sealed by a diaphragm (32 in fig. 2A; 66A in fig. 3) 
which are openable electrically. 

Regarding claims 3 and 4, the diaphragm is a dielectric material layer such as silicon 
nitride, silicon dioxide, silicon carbide or plastic (col. 14, para. 2; and col. 14, 1. 44). 

Regarding claim 5, the thickness of the diaphragm 66A is approximately 1200 angstrom 
(col. 16, 1. 28) which is equivalent to .12 micrometers. 

Regarding claim 6, current may be passed through the diaphragm (col. 38, para. 2). 

Regarding claims 7 to 9, each diaphragm has two electrodes (see electrodes 120 and 122 
in figure 4). 

Regarding claims 21 and 22, each chamber has a pressure of 0.12 Torr (120 mtorr)(col. 
18,1.18). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
